Responsive to the Notice of Abandonment for failure to respond to the Office Action 
dated September 20, 2004 in the above-identified application, please withdraw the holding of 
abandonment in view of the fact that the subject Office Action was not received at this office. 

The undersigned states that the Office communication was not received by the 
undersigned and attests to the fact that a search of the file jacket and docket records indicates that 
the Office communication was not received. 
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Applicant's attorney received a telephone call from the Examiner on September 24, 2003, 
in which the Examiner inquired if the Applicant had filed a response to a Final Office Action 
which was posted in PAIR as having been mailed on January 3 1 , 2003. The Applicant's attorney 
responded as never having received the Final Office Action and requested the Examiner fax the 
Final Office Action to the Applicant's attorney.
